There vias no difference in the num- 


ber of illnesses or the tendency toward 
illness in these different groups. How- 
ever, the prematures receiving meat 
showed a tendency to - have a much 
higher hlood count and amount of pro- 
teins during the first half-year. These 
are very important for body growth. 


By the time the babies were a year 


old, this difference was equalized, and 
there was practically no difference be- 
tween the infants receiving the rejrulsr 
formula and those hrea.st-fed. 


The breast-fed infants, it wa* noticed, 


gainer! more in both weight and lensrth 
than the babies who were receiving 
meat. 


Strained meats are thu* helpful to the
